2. Tho first charge was th?.t BiASCHTCWlTSCIlICA had been arrested in 
Prague In 19b7, had claimed at thn tine to be varkinr for the Czech JS, and 
had been released after a tel o; hone call to an intelligence installation. 
V-35?7 wakes the following reply: 

a. BIASCHTtWITSCliFA wr living in Imelstcttcn, Landkrcis 
ptndolheim, In l?h6. She was in ruch acute financial distress that she had 
insufficient food and clothing. At tho end of Kovcmbcr 19lt6 she croun^d il- 
legally into tho CSR (in tho Furth i. Void area). In the middle of D*c wa- 
ter, having visits relatives during her twoujeks absence, she returned vith 
food and clothing to Gr-rmany » She vis chocked by Gone an police in the area 
of Valdsnsscn, paid duty on the articles in her possession, and went on her 
v«y. At the end of Jama xy l?li7 sho again crossod Illegally into the CSR, 
crossing via Hundsbach, EgcrteLch, Krasna Lipa, and Cheb. She again visited 
relatives for fourteen days; b:t this tine she brourht them gif In of food 
and other articles, chiefly cigarettes. She aloo mado contact^.wti llo In the 
CfR, with a Dutch citizen, a friend of hor family, named K. C^\ff<TTT*Jt. Tho 
DaLcfinan, who lived in Amsterdam, enabled her to buy various blackmrkct ite«a 
which she brought back to Oornany. Rclal ives also provided her with a false 
Czech Identity card, under the name K.7.PUXURNA, at the time of this visit.
